Using some of the strongest lan­ 
guage since the armistice talks be­ 
gan, Turner told the Reds “the 
United Nations Command did not 
come to Korea to surrender,” and 
“we have no intention of leaving 
the South Koreans to your tender 
mercies.”

If this be true, the gallant gen­ 
eral lias shown as m uch stamina 
as a prisoner as he showed heroism 
on the field of battle. But Mrs. 
Dean, who has accepted the broad­ 
cast letter as authentic, hardly 
knew w hat was in store for her 
when she announced she’d learn to 
cook Kimche for her Bill on his 
return— if th a t’s w hat he really 
wants. 
For Kimche (pronounced “K im - 
chee” ) is a concoction too rugged 
for the ordinary stomach of the 
Western World. It is part and 
parcel of the mysterious East. It 
is to the Korean w hat wine is to 
a Frenchman, spaghetti to an Ital­ 
ian or ham and eggs to an A m eri­ 
can. 
Along with rice it is the staple 
item in his diet, but only a race as 
enduring as the Koreans could su r­ 
vive it. 
Only a Korean housewife can 
say for sure what Kim che actual­ 
ly is. But so far as it is possible of 
analysis it seems to be a kind of 
pickled vegetable hash, composed 
largely of cabbage, peppers, and 
spices inundated in a mightly tide 


of garlic. 


The cabbages are harvested in 
the fall and stacked for sale in 
the m uddy m arket places of K or­ 
ean villages and cities. The house­ 
wives buy as m uch as they can 
afford and try to pickle enough to 
last throughout the yeap. 


Fresh K im che will buckle the 
knees of the ordinary tourist. But 
Kimche that has been pickling for 
weeks or m onths—the aging cab­ 
bage tw ining around the peppers, 
the garlic em bracing and sa tu ra t­ 
ing both— is a delicacy only the 
natives can truly appreciate. For 
some reason unknown to gastrono­ 
mic science they actually thrive 
upon it. 


It is a m atter of known record 
that a num ber of American soldiers 
have tasted Kimche once. But in 
six months in Korea I met none 
so hardy he could boast of having 
willingly partaken of it twice. 
It isn’t the garlic alone, or the 
cabbage, or the peppers. It is the 
combination all together, and the 
way time weds them, that gives 
Kimche its true strength.

Along w ith rice it is the staple 
item in his diet, but only a race as 
enduring as the K oreans could sur­ 
vive it. 
Only a K orean housew ife can 
say for sure what K im che actual­ 
ly is. But so far as it is possible of 
analysis it seems to be a kind of 
pickled vegetable hash, composed 
largely of cabbage, peppers, and 
spices inundated in a m ightly tide 


of garlic. 


The cabbages are harvested in 
the fall and stacked for sale in 
the m uddy m arket places of K or­ 
ean villages and cities. The house­ 
wives buy as much as they can 
afford and try to pickle enough to 
last throughout the year. 


Fresh Kim che w ill buckle the 
knees of the ordinary tourist. But 
K im che that has been pickling for 
weeks or m onths—th e aging cab­ 
bage tw ining around the peppers, 
the garlic em bracing and satu rat­ 
ing both—is a delicacy only the 
natives can truly appreciate. For 
some reason unknow n to gastrono­ 
mic science they actually thrive 
upon it. 


It is a m atter of know n record 
that a num ber of A m erican soldiers 
have tasted Kim che once. But in 
six m onths in K orea I m et none 
so hardy he could boast of having 
w illingly partaken of it twice. 
It isn’t the garlic alone, or the 
cabbage, or th e peppers. It is the 
com bination all together, and the 
way tim e weds them , that gives 
Kim che its tru e strength. 


To a 
Korean 
Kim che 
smells 
w onderful. To average American 
it just smells. And anybody who 
has eaten it smells. It lends an 
incredible distance to the breath, 
an arom a that seems to endure 
for days. Most Am erican soldiers 
who go out w ith Korean girls be­ 
gin their courtship w ith a flat 
ultim atum : “Let’s m ake one thing 
clear right now. You gotta choose 
betw een Kimche and m e.” 


Some American doughboys on 
outpost duty claim th a t no enem y 
could sneak upon them in the night 
if the wind were blow ing their 
way. The redolence of Kim che i 
would give away the attack. 


My own prediction is that when 
G eneral Dean comes home he may 
get one plate of Kimche. But if he 
asks for a second serving Mrs. 
Dean will tell him firm ly, “honey, 
believe it or not, but there isn’t 
another clove of garlic left in 


Am erica. How about some corned 
beef and cabbage?”
